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254B.02 CHEMICAL DEPENDENCY ALLOCATION PROCESS.

Subdivision 1. Chemical dependency treatment allocation. The chemical dependency treatment ap-
propriation shall be placed in a special revenue account. The commissioner shall annually transfer funds
from the chemical dependency fund to pay for operation of the drug and alcohol abuse normative evaluation
system and to pay for all costs incurred by adding two positions for licensing of chemical dependency
treatment and rehabilitation programs located in hospitals for which funds are not otherwise appropriated.
The remainder of the money in the special revenue account must be used according to the requirements
in this chapter.

Subd. 5. Administrative adjustment. The commissioner may make payments to local agencies from
money allocated under this section to support administrative activities under sections 254B.03 and 254B.04.
The administrative payment must not exceed the lesser of: (1) five percent of the first $50,000, four percent
of the next $50,000, and three percent of the remaining payments for services from the special revenue
account according to subdivision 1; or (2) the local agency administrative payment for the fiscal year ending
June 30, 2009, adjusted in proportion to the statewide change in the appropriation for this chapter.
